On April 26, 2005 Sergeant Richard Smith presented this case to the Executive Force Review 
Committee who requested an Administrative Investigation base on Performance to Standards 
wherein Deputies MacDonald and Geisbauer conducted an inadequate search of a suspect 
resulting in an injury to Deputy MacDonald. 


This case pertains to an on-duty incident where Deputies John Macdonald and Anthony 
Geisbauer, assigned to Century Station as a patrol deputies contacted Suspect Brian Bates 
regarding a possible weapons violation investigation. Upon contacting Suspect Bates, Deputies 
MacDonald and Geisbauer conducted a pat down search of the suspect. After completing the 
search, Suspect Bates was placed in the rear seat of the deputies radio car, without handcuffs. 


During the course of their investigation, Deputies MacDonald and Geisbauer discovered that 
Suspect Bates had an outstanding arrest warrant for $26,000. The deputies instructed Suspect 
Bates to remain in their vehicle, turn his back to the right rear passenger door and put his hands 
behind his back in order for them to handcuff Suspect Bates. Suspect Bates was instructed to do 
this numerous times and he refused to comply each time. 


A supervisor and one additional patrol unit for back-up was requested and Witnesses Lieutenant 
John Babbit, Sergeant Richard Hiles and Deputies Steven Nobles and Joseph Cabral responded. 
After their arrival the decision was made to drive Suspect Bates away from the location prior to 
removing him from the radio car. This plan was based on Suspect Bates family members being 
at the original location of contact. At the incident location a plan was formulated wherein each 
Suspect Bates would be asked to exit the radio car to be handcuffed and if he refused he would 
be removed with each deputy assigned a position for a team takedown 
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Deputy Macdonald opened the rear door of the radio car and instructed Suspect Bates to exit the 
car and tum to face the radio car. Suspect Bates exited the radio car, but instead of facing the 
radio car, attempted to flee. Each deputy grabbed one of Suspect Bates limbs and took him to the 
ground. On the ground Suspect Bates stabbed Deputy Macdonald in the right leg with a knife 
which was allegedly not discovered when Deputies Macdonald and Geisbauer searched Suspect 
Bates at the time of first contact.

This incident took place during the hours of darkness with standard street lighting. The 
weather was temperate and clear. 


SUSPECT/WITNESS 


Brian Bates, BK#8288507 


Suspect Bates said that he was walking to the gas station when he was contacted by Deputies 
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Macdonald and Geisbauer. He put his hands in the air, walked to the deputies and allowed them 
to conduct a pat down search of his person. After he was searched, he was placed in the rear seat 
of the radio car, un-handcuffed. While in the rear seat of the radio car, he recognized one of the 
deputies as a deputy who had arrested him on another occasion for possession of marijuana. He 
said that “I felt caught. I felt trapped.” While he was in the radio car he removed a knife from 
his right front pants pocket which the deputies had not found during their search. When he was 
removed from the radio car, he said he attempted to run so that he would not go to jail. He 
admitted stabbing Deputy Macdonald, saying that he was angry.
